Title 111 fundswill be alocated to loca school districts and public school academies for two
programs. English language indruction programs for LEP students and programs to provide
supplemental services to immigrant sudents. The terms *limited English proficient” and
“immigrant sudent” are defined on pages one and four respectively of the enclosed gpplication.
Schoal digtricts and public school academies may receive a subgrant in each category based on
the following criteria

English L anguage Indruction portion

Funding for English language ingtruction programs will be distributed on a per pupil
bass using the L EP counts that school districts and public school academies submit on
the enclosed gpplication. Title 111 prohibits states from awarding subgrants of lessthan
$10,000. School districts and public school academies may form consortiain order to
qudify for funding.

Immigrant Student portion

Title 11 requires that Immigrant student funds be distributed only to school districts and
public school academies that experience a Sgnificant increase in the immigrant student
population as compared to the two preceding school years. A sgnificant increeseis
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defined as an increase in immigrant student population for each of the two preceding
years and that the percentage increase for & least one of those yearsis grester than the
average percentage increase for the state. In addition to these criteria the Department has
established a minimum grant level a $10,000. For digibility purposes a school digtrict or
public school academy must have a minimum student count of 20 immigrant sudents.

Title 111 funds are alocated to sates based on statewide counts of LEP and immigrant students.
Please return the enclosed form with the count of LEP and immigrant suderts even if the
student countsare not sufficient to qualify your school district or public school academy
for Title Il funding thisyear.

The enclosed gpplication should be completed based on the count of LEP students on the Fall
2003 Membership Count Day and received by the Field Services Unit no later than April 15,
2004. Eligible digrictsthat submit Part | of this application will recelve an dlocation notice and
be able to gpply for fundsin MEGS as part of the Consolidated Application for 2004-05.
